1 Independent claims 1 and 6 (and appended claims 2-5 and 7) axe directed to a sachet, and to a 
method of forming the sachet The sachet comprises a tray portion to which is hon-releasably 
sealable affixed a composite reicasably sealable structure comprising first and second layers with 
respective first and second sub-aperture regions, and a rupturable film component over the second 
sub-aperture region. It is considered that a sachet comprising a tray portion and particular composite 
structure comprises a first " special technical feature", 

2. Independent claims 8 and 1 1 (and appended claims 9 and 10) are directed to another sachet for the 
packaging and dispensing of an item or flowable material. The sachet comprising a semi-rigid 
member having formed thereon a weakened region that will fracture upon bending across the 
weakened region; a reservoir means to contain an item or flowable substance formed by overlaid 
first and second flexible film layers; the second film layer affixed upon the semi-rigid member and a 
region of the second film layer immediately surrounding an aperture being sealed to the adjacent 
region of the semi-rigid member so as to prevent leakage of the flowable substance from the 
reservoir means; the aperture has a rupturable film component; and whereby fracturing along the 
weakened region will expose the aperture and allow the item or flowable substance to be dispensed. 
It is considered the features of this sachet comprises a second "special technical feature". 

These two groups of claims are not linked as to form a single general inventive concept, that is, they do 
not have any common inventive features, which define a contribution over the prior art The common 
concept linking together these groups of claims is a sachet with layer having an aperture covered by a 
rupturable film component However this concept is not novel in the light of general sachet articles 
such as those disclosed in prior art documents mentioned in the description of the present application or 
mentioned in this report Therefore these claims lack unity of invention, a posteriori..

NOYELTYYN) AND INVENTIVE STEPPE: Claims 1-7 

The invention of amended claims 1-7 relates to a sachet and to a method of forming the sachet sachet The 
sachet comprises a tray portion with a composite rcleasably sealablc structure. The composite structure having 
a first layer overlaying a second layer, and including an aperture region with a first sub-aperture in the first 
layer in communication with a second sub-aperture region in the second layer. The second sub-aperture 
comprises a rupturable film component It is considered that the combination of features above defining the 
sachet are not specifically disclosed or fairly taught in the above prior art documents. Therefore, the invention 
of these claims is considered to be novel and involve an inventive step over the above documents,. 

Consequently the invention as defined in claims 1-7 is considered to meet the requirement of Articles 33(2) & 
33(3) of the PCT.

VHI. Certain observations on the international application 



The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the claims are fully 
supported by the dcscrrptjori, are rnade.' 



1 . Claim 1 1 lacks clarity with respect to the constructional arrangement and features of this sachet. The claim defines a 
"second sub-aperture region" (lines 1 1 & 12), but there is no first sub-aperture region defined The claim further 
defines an "aperture or aperture region 1 *. However, there is no indication as to which layer contains this aperture, or 
whether it is meant to be the same feature as the "second sub-aperture". Also there is no statement as to when the film 
component covering the "second sub-aperture region" is actually ruptured to enable the flowable substance to be 
dispensed. At present the claim only defines the weaken region of the first semi-rigid member being fractured to expose 
a dispensing aperture for the flowable substance to pass through. As a result the intended scope of the claim is not 
clear.

6. A method of forming a sachet, said sachet comprising a 
tray portion to which is non-releasably sealably affixed 
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a composite releasably sealable structure; said 
composite releasably scalable structure . comprising at 
least a first layer overlaying a second layer; said 
first layer comprising a semi-rigid • member; said 
composite releasably sealable structure." including an 
aperture region therein; said aperture region comprising 
a first sub- aperture region in said first layer in 
communication with a second sub-aperture region located 
in said second layer; said second sub-aperture region 
comprising a rupturable film component'; said method 
comprising the steps of: 

(a) forming an array of indentations in- a film layer, 
each indentation corresponding to said tray 
portion;

(c) placing an upper sheet assembly corresponding to 
said composite releasably sealable structure over 
said array of indentations.; 

(d) non-releasably sealing peripheral portions of said 
indentations to said upper sheet assembly thereby 
to form an array of sachets. 

The method of Claim 6 wherein said steps are performed 
in a batch mode , 
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A sachet for the packaging and dispensing of a flowable 
substance, comprising a semi-rigid member having formed 
thereon a. weakened region so that upon .'bending across 
said weakened region said semi-rigid member will 
fracture along aaid weakened region, a reservoir means 
formed by overlaid first and second flexible film layers 
and adapted to contain said flowable substance, aaid 
second flexible film layer being affixed upon said semi- 
rigid member aiid including an aperture therethrough at a 
location proximate to said weakened ' region; said 
aperture comprising a rupturable film component; the 
region of the said second flexible film layer 
immediately surrounding said aperture being sealed to 
the adjacent region of the said serai-rigid mem b er so as 
to -prevent leakage of said flowable substance from 
within the said reservoir means, whereby fracturing 
along said weakened region will expose the said aperture 
so as to allow the said flowable substance to be 
dispensed. 

The sachet of claim 8 wherein the weakened region 
comprises a score line across said semi-rigid member. 
The sachet of claim 8 wherein the first and second 
flexible film layers comprise separate \ flexible film 
members affixed together at their respective peripheral 
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regions . 

A sachet for the packaging and dispensing of an item or 
a flowable substance, said sachet comprising a semi- 
rigid member having formed thereon a weakened region so 
that upon bending across said weakened region said semi- 
rigid member will fracture along said weakened region, a 
reservoir means formed by overlaid first and second 
flexible film layers and adapted to contain said item or 
flowable substance, said second flexible film layer 
being affixed upon said semi-rigid member; said second 
r legible film layer incorporating a second sub-aperture 
region comprising a rupturable film component; the 
region of the said second flexible film layer 
immediately surrounding an aperture or aperture region 
being sealed to the adjacent region of the said semi- 
rigid member so as to prevent leakage of said item or 
flowable substance from within the said reservoir means, 
whereby fracturing along said weakened region will 
expose the said aperture so as to allow said item or 
flowable substance to be dispensed. 
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
